The Berlin Gazette, of February 2, gives a pompous 
Account of the Retreat of the Auftrians out ot Siiefia, 
and out of the County of Glatz; adding, that they 
were retired into the Mounrains of Moravia, and had 
cut down a vaft Quantity of Wood to hinder the Pruf- 
fians from purfuing them. 
They write from Cologae, that the Hanoverian Troops 
quartered in Weltphalia, under the Command of Ge- 
neral Somersficld, bad begun their March tor the Rhine, 
as had alfo the Dutch Troops under General Smiffeart ; 
and it was believed, when the whole Army of the 
Allies was affembled, it would be twice as ftrong as that 
of M. Mailiebois. 
The French King has declared the Duke of Modena, 
the Prince of Campo Fiorido, the Conde de Montijo, 
and the Duke de sa Knights of the Holy Ghoft, 
and has fent them the Collar and Ribband of the Order 
by a Courier; but the Military Promotion that was 
expected, is put off.
